The entire board of governors at 
Epsom and Ewell High School has 
been removed and the headteacher 
has resigned following a disastrous 
Ofsted report. 

A new “superhead” has been appointed 
who has already introduced a series of 
zero tolerance policies among staff and 
pupils after the secondary school was 
placed in special measures. 

Stricter standards of discipline are to be 
imposed on the 916 11-18 year old pupils 
when they return at the end of this week. 

Any child not wearing correct school 
uniform will be sent home immediately 
and pupils who do not arrive at school on 
time for their year 
group will be kept in 
for an hour after 
school. There will 
also be a clampdown 
on truancy. 

There has also been 
a major re-organisa- 
tion of its teaching 
staff with special in¬ 
structors brought in 
to provide additional 
coaching. 

The new head is Ani 
Magill, 52, described 
in an Ofsted report of 
her previous school, 

St John the Baptist in 
Woking, as providing 
“inspirational leader¬ 
ship.” She will be 
joined by two experi¬ 
enced associate heads New broom: Ani 
Caroline Walshe and 
Jon Davies. 

Mrs Magill has taken over from the pre¬ 
vious head Alison Dawson who resigned 
after just over a year at the Ruxley Lane 
School. She faced a barrage of criticism 
from local residents who objected to plans 
to sell off part of the school playing fields 
to raise money for the school.

which placed Epsom and Ewell High 
School in special measures have not yet 
been published but are thought to be high¬ 
ly critical of nearly every aspect of the 
school except the sixth form. 

The school, which draws some of its in¬ 
take from some of the most deprived parts 
of the borough, is currently unpopular 
with parents when they select a school for 
their children. 

Mrs Magill, who will be at the school for 
at least two terms, 
said: “The area de¬ 
serves a good school 
and Epsom and 
Ewell High School 
will be a good school. 

“We have already 
put a number of 
plans in place - there 
will be a completely 
fresh start and lots of 
changes very, very 
quickly 

“We have taken a 
number of steps to 
improve the quality 
of teaching and the 
quality of learning 
and it will show in 
the exam results.” 
Some staff are being 
brought in to work 
specially with pupils 
about to sit exams. 
“The staff here are really good - the 
children I have met are fantastic and I 
look forward to meeting the parents,” said 
Mrs Magill. 

She is to hold a parents’ evening this 
week and a regular open evening once a 
month.

A council has failed to enforce a notice de¬ 
manding a “hoarder” to remove a mess of 
old cars and used tyres from his front gar¬ 
den, a councillor claimed. 

Conservative Councillor Sean Sullivan 
said Epsom and Ewell Council obtained a 
court order allowing them to clear the 
front and back of the property, a detached 
house in Ashley Road, Epsom, because the 
owner had not done it himself. 

“The council is at present refusing to en¬ 
force that order. I think this can only be 
due to them not wishing to spend the

money that enforcement entails,” Coun 
Sullivan said. 

The council claims the court order has 
been adhered to, however, four old cars 
and pieces of wood, metal, plastic and 
used tyres in and around a skip are 
some of the bits of rubbish annoying 
other residents in the area. 

A neighbour who did not want to be 
identified said: “It’s been like this for 
years. The council managed to get him 
to put some of the rubbish in a skip, but 
there’s still a lot of it around.” 

Coun Sullivan said: “Before I was 
elected, local residents were told that 
the council couldn’t do anything be¬ 
cause it was private property. We’ve 
proved that wrong, but we now need the 
council to get on and use its powers.” 

Diana Coman, a spokeswoman for the 
Liberal Democrats in Woodcote ward 
said that although the situation was 
more complex than it appeared, other 
residents should not have to put up with 
the mess. 

“Sometimes when a person has a com¬ 
pulsive condition it may be a bit com¬ 
plex to resolve it. 

“I would hope the council is dealing 
with the situation sensitively, but I 
would also recognise the public nui¬ 
sance involved,” she said. 

A spokeswoman for the council said: 
“The resident at Green Gables has vol¬ 
untarily cleared the front and back gar¬ 
dens of his house of the rubbish as 
outlined in a notice issued by Epsom 
and Ewell Council under Section 215 of 
the Planning Act 1990. 

“The council has been closely moni¬ 
toring the situation and has worked 
with the resident to ensure clearance of 
the site.”

An Ashtead naturalist has 
been awarded an OBE in recog¬ 
nition of the tree records she 
has been keeping for 61 years.

A hero police officer who 
helped clear passengers from a 
blown-up train on the 7/7 ter¬ 
rorist attacks has been award¬ 
ed an MBE. 

British Transport Police De¬ 
tective Constable Antonio Sil- 
vestro, 45, from Stoneleigh, 
was the first officer at the 
scene in Aldgate Tube Station, 
at 8.50am, immediately after 
the explosion. He was chosen 
along other heroes from the 
2005 London bombings to re¬ 
ceive the New Year’s honour. 

In an exclusive interview 
with the Epsom Guardian DC 
Silvestro said: “I feel very hon¬ 
oured to receive an MBE, but I 
don’t understand why me 
when there were so many peo¬ 
ple helping out that day in that 
tunnel like underground staff, 
other officers and emergency 
services,” he said. 

He said: “I was in my office 
working on my computer and 
just heard a loud bang and the

building really did shake. My 
initial thought was that, be¬ 
cause we’re a one-way system, 
something had driven into the 
building, so I rushed down the 
stairs and everybody was look¬ 
ing into the station. 


“When I got there I identified 
myself as a police officer - I 
am a plain clothes police offi¬ 
cer and I was in plain clothes - 
and pushed through.” 

The officer entered the Tube 
tunnel after someone shouted 
there were people in it. DC Sil¬ 
vestro said: “There was a num¬ 
ber of underground staff with 
high-visibility vests, so I said 
‘give us your vest’ and grabbed 
a torch off him.” 

As he walked down the 
smoke-filled tunnel, he saw 
commuters walking along the 
line with their clothes ripped 
and hair up. “You know that 
Michael Jackson video 
Thriller, with people walking 
with their hair sticking out 
and white eyes? 

“There was people coming 
through like that. They were 
like zombies walking out. So I 
just shouted ‘police, police, 
keep going’.” 

As he reached the train, the 
father-of-three then started 
helping other passengers out 
of the bombed carriage. “The 


doors were ripped off and 
there was mangled metal ev¬ 
erywhere, and people scream¬ 
ing. 

“As I looked into the carriage 
there was a couple. They were 
seated and directly across 
them there was this female, 
and she was being kept up by 
another woman who I eventu¬ 
ally found out was a doctor.” 

When other police officers 
arrived he walked the length of 
the train to ensue everyone 
was out. He then returned to 
keep company to another in¬ 
jured passenger who had 
badly hurt legs and was wait¬ 
ing for paramedics to remove 
her from the tunnel. 

DC Silvestro left the Aldgate 
Station tunnel at 12.30pm, after 
all the passengers had been 
rescued, including the woman 
he comforted before the 
paramedics arrived. She lost 
one of her legs, but survived 
her injuries.

cross.” 

Mrs Potts and other residents 
asked the council to do the right 
thing and install a crossing for ev¬ 
eryone’s benefit. 

A petition calling for the instal¬ 
lation of a pedestrian crossing at 
the stop was met with broad sup¬ 
port from local councillors. 

However, the local transporta¬ 
tion manager for Reigate & 
Banstead, David Stempfer, has 
stated that no funding is currently 
available, although he did claim 
that funds may be secured from 
the 2010/2011 Transport for Lon¬ 
don budget. Local residents be¬ 
lieve this is unacceptable, calling 
on the urgency of creating a safe 


crossing for all local bus users and 
residents. 

A local resident committee stat¬ 
ed: "Having a crossing is a safety 
measure which is surely what we 
all want for locals to use local 
transport and be able to cross the 
road. The community has had a 
voice, the council have listened, 
but there has been no action. Resi¬ 
dents ask, please do the right 
thing now and install a crossing 
for everyone to benefit."

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Teen pregnancies go up 


Epsom has had one of the 
biggest jumps in the number 
of teenage pregnancies in the 
country. 

The leafy suburb saw the 
number of mothers under 20 
rise from 15 in 2002 to 32 in 
2004, an increase of 113 per 
cent. Only Rushcliffe in Not¬ 
tingham and Pudsey in York¬ 
shire saw higher rises, with 
175 per cent and 130 per cent 
respectively. 

The figures, uncovered by 
the Conservative party, seem 
to indicate a pattern of sharp 
rises in middle-class suburbs. 

However, the Surrey Prima¬ 
ry Care Trust said the number 
of teenage mums in Epsom 
and Ewell is one of the lowest 
in Surrey, and just over half

the national average. 

Michael Baker, public health 
principal at Surrey Primary 
Care Trust, said: “Some fig¬ 
ures can be misleading, partic¬ 
ularly when very small 
numbers are involved, as any 
percentage increase may not 
be significant, or representa¬ 
tive of a wider trend. In fact, 
latest figures show the bor¬ 
ough of Epsom and Ewell has 
a low teenage conception rate 
- a rate that’s half the national 
average and one of the lowest 
of all the Surrey boroughs. 

“However, we are not com¬ 
placent, and we are continuing 
to work in partnership with 


Surrey County Council and all 
our partners in the Surrey 
Teenage Pregnancy Partner¬ 
ship Board, to reduce further 
teenage pregnancy rates, in 
line with national targets. 

“We are actively identifying 
‘hotspots’ with higher teenage 
conception rates, and working 
to improve access to sexual 
health advice and information 
locally. Surrey is one of the 
healthiest populations in the 
country, but there are pockets 
of deprivation which are 
linked to health inequalities, 
such as higher rates of 
teenage conception.” 

Figures for 2002 to 2004 
showed a rise of 113 per cent 
in the number of girls and 
women under 20 in the bor¬ 


ough who became mums. Only 
Rushcliffe, in Nottingham, and 
Pudsey, in Yorkshire, saw 
higher rises, with 175 per cent 
and 130 per cent respectively. 

But figures for 2004-6 show 
that Epsom and Ewell has a 
rate of 20.1 teenage concep¬ 
tions per 1,000 for 15-17 year- 
olds, one of the lowest rates in 
Surrey and just over half the 
national average of 41.1 
per 1,000. 

Tory children’s spokesman 
Tim Loughton said: “Despite 
all the Government’s smoke 
and mirrors on teenage preg¬ 
nancy, the fact is that, in most 
parts of the country, the situa¬ 
tion is getting worse.”

Surgeons set to star 
in TV documentary

Aspiring local surgeons are set to 
be the stars of a new television 
documentary. 

Three trainees from Epsom and 
St Helier Hospital will feature in 
the fly-on-the-wall documentary to 
be screened on ITV in the autumn. 

Camera crews began filming at 
the hospitals in October and will 
follow the three trainee surgeons 
for eight months. 

The young surgeons’ experiences 
will form the basis of the pro¬ 
gramme, which will feature eight 
other trainees from across Lon¬ 
don. 

Nicola Robertson, Andrew A1 
Rais and Rosemary Johns, from 
the Epsom and St Helier Universi¬ 
ty Hospitals NHS Trust, will be 
shadowed over the next eight 
months by a crew from production 
company Tiger Aspect. 

The series, provisionally called 
Surgeons in Training, is due to get 
a prime-time slot on ITVI later this 
year. 

The three-part documentary will 
give viewers a rare behind the 
scenes look at the pressure the sur¬ 
geons are under and the stressful 
environment in which they work, 
as well as the in-depth training 
they have to go through to become 
surgeons. 

Mr A1 Rais, from Sevenoaks, 
said: “I am thrilled to have been se¬ 
lected to appear in the documen¬ 
tary and know it really will tell an 


interesting story. 

“For me, the past month has been 
a fascinating introduction to life as 
a surgeon. It is odd having a cam¬ 
era crew following you, but I think 
the documentary will make really 
interesting viewing. It is great that 
ITV chose to film at Epsom and St 
Helier.” 

The filming, which started in 
early October, has so far focussed 
on the trainees familiarising them¬ 
selves with their new surround¬ 
ings, learning basic techniques 
and carrying out minor operations 
under the watchful eye of the 


Trust’s expert surgeons. 

Executive producer at Tiger As¬ 
pect, Belinda Cherrington, said 
the documentary will be ground¬ 
breaking. She said: “Although we 
will be telling the stories of our 
trainee surgeons whilst they’re at 
work undertaking their training, 
and as they take on more and more 
complex surgery, we will also be 
looking at their lives outside of 
work and how they deal with some 
pressurised jobs.”

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Mother’s tribute to 
son as police probe 
Brighton stabbing

The mother of a man found stabbed 
to death in Brighton has paid an 
emotional tribute to her son. 

Stuart Slade, 35, was found dead in 
the early hours of Tuesday, Decem¬ 
ber 30, following a horrific attack in 
the Hampton Place area of the city. 

Mr Slade, who was unemployed, 
had been living at a YMCA centre 
since being made homeless a month 
ago. 

The father-of-one was murdered 
near a notorious hang out for home¬ 
less drug addicts and dealers. 

A post mortem examination con¬ 
firmed he died of stab wounds to 
the chest but police have still not re¬ 
leased a description of the murder 
weapon. 

His mother, Maureen Slade from 
Worcester Park, and his father, also 
called Stuart, from Roehampton, 
London, said Mr Slade was a loving 
and caring son and father who will 
be greatly missed. In a joint state¬ 
ment they said: “We would not wish 
what we are going through on any 
mother or father and we both feel 
that a big part of our lives was

taken away when Stuart’s life was 
taken from him. What has hap¬ 
pened has broken our hearts and 
we do not know how we are going to 
rebuild our lives. It is only Stuart’s 
seven-year-old son, our grandson, 
that will keep us going.” 

Detectives were due to return to 
the scene of a street murder this 
week in the hope of jogging some¬ 
one’s memory about the crime. 

Detective Chief Inspector Steve 
Johns said on Monday: “It is a very 
difficult investigation. Lots of po¬ 
tential motives are still under con¬ 
sideration. It could well have been a 
dispute that got out of hand with 
somebody he knew. Random at¬ 
tacks are extremely rare. I can t re¬ 
ally exclude that but I think it is 
extremely unlikely” 

Floral tributes have been left at 
the scene of the murder. One from 
his father Stuart read: “RIP son. 
You were the most beautiful son 
any father could wish for. I will 
think of you every day for the rest 
of my life. I hope you are at peace 
and I’m looking forward to seeing 
you again somewhere else.”

Last December, when we com¬

The family of a war hero, who suf¬ 
fered serious head injuries when 
he tripped and fell in the street, 
have promised to put on a second 
Christmas for him when he leaves 
hospital. 

Douglas Stanley Morgan, 90, of 
Sutton, missed festive celebrations 
after fracturing his skull, and 
breaking his nose and eye socket, 
when he fell in Grove Road, Sut¬ 
ton, on Friday, December 12. 

He was found lying in the street 
by staff at Stuart Crump Pharma¬ 
cy at about 10.50am. 

Pharmacy dispenser Caroline 
Guyatt kept him talking while her 
colleagues called for an ambulance 
and contacted his grandson. 

Mr Morgan was stabilised by the 
air ambulance team and then 
taken to hospital at 12.30pm. 

His grandson Steve 
Palmer said the family 
hoped to hold a second 
Christmas Day for the 
D-Day veteran when 
he is released from 
hospital in the coming 
weeks. 

Mr Morgan, the son 
of British soldier and 
politician, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Sir George 
Frederick Stanley, was 
taken down to the gen¬ 
eral ward after mak¬ 
ing steady progress 
since his admission 
into intensive care. 

Mr Palmer, 37, creative director 
of Croydon-based Kdesign, said 
his family had kept a vigil at his 
hospital bedside and have placed a 
photo of his wife Eunice - who 


died in Octo¬ 
ber 2001 aged 
81 - at his bed¬ 
side. 

Mr Palmer 
said: “He can 
breathe unas¬ 
sisted now and 
is able to talk more. He’s still very 
tired and his eyesight is a bit 
blurry, but he’s made a fantastic 
recovery, which is testament to 
how strong and fit he is. 


“He still has his sense of hu¬ 
mour, which is very important. 
When I read the first story on him 
in the Sutton Guardian, he said: 
‘Oh, we’re famous now’.” 

Mr Morgan, who moved to Sut¬ 
ton in 1968 and worked at Scola, 
has three sons, a daughter, nine 
grandchildren and eight great¬ 
grandchildren.

Free support group will help 
put exercise into your routine

Determined to stick to that 
New Year’s resolution to do 
more exercise and shed the 
festive excess? 

Sutton residents can get a 
willpower boost from Active 
Steps, a free-of-charge support 
programme designed to 
improve health and well-being, 
and reduce traffic congestion, 
by helping us all rediscover 
the benefits of walking and cy¬ 
cling. 

The project is aimed at those 
who want to become more 
physically active, but find it 
hard to squeeze exercise into 
the daily routine. It has worked 
for Krista Saunders. 

A single mum from Walling- 
ton with two young children, 
she joined Active Steps to 
improve her health, keep trim 
and reduce her carbon foot¬ 
print - something she felt 
guilty about as she is also an 
eco-governor at the primary 
school where she works. 

Krista, 45, already walked her 
daughter to school once a 
week, but was determined to 
increase the amount she cy¬ 
cled. 

“I’d heard about Active Steps 
through the mother of a friend 
of mine,” she said. “I arranged 
to have a chat to Ashley 
Gordon, one of the Active 
Steps advisers, and I met her at 
the local health centre.” 

Ashley listened as Krista ex¬ 
plained she wanted to stop get¬ 
ting into the car so often. One 
goal they agreed was to im¬ 
prove the security of Krista’s 
bicycle, so she was more confi¬ 


dent about using it. 

Krista was also given a 
pedometer - a little green elec¬ 
tronic step measurer, smaller 
than a box of matches - which 
hooks on to the waistband of 
her jeans, and counts the num¬ 
ber of paces she takes in a day. 

A month later, and Active 
Steps has helped Krista rein¬ 
force her determination to 
focus on fitness. 

The pedometer shows that 
Krista is clocking up between 
10,000 and 12,000 steps a day 
(“I’m very disappointed if a 
day goes by when I don’t do 
10,000!”). 

She has taken up badminton, 
cycles her daughter to school 
once a week in addition to 
walking, and is a stone lighter. 

“I needed a push,” she said. 
“Now I really love my pedome¬ 
ter, in fact I’ve become a bit 
compulsive about it. I also love 
the extra time I can spend with 
my daughter on the way to and 
from school. It doesn’t cost 
anything, it’s good for you, and 
it gets your heart pumping.” 

Another Active Steps fan who 
keeps a close eye on his 
pedometer is Ray Sturdy, a 
57-year-old Sutton lift engineer 
who suffered his second heart 
attack in 2007. 

Ray was diagnosed with dia¬ 
betes while he was in hospital, 
and noticed he quickly got 
short of breath. 

He was given the phone num¬ 
ber of Active Steps after con¬ 
fessing that he did absolutely 
no exercise at all, and met 
Ashley Gordon. 

Her suggestion? Trying to 
incorporate exercise into Ray’s 
life, without doing exercise! 


“I leave the car at home wher¬ 
ever possible, and my little 
pedometer is worth a fortune to 
me.” 

From what amounted to a 
standing start, Ray now aver¬ 
ages 6,000 steps every day, and 
partner Christine often accom¬ 
panies him on walks to 
improve her own fitness. 

On Saturdays, when Ray sim¬ 
ply used to sit around the 
house, he now sets off on a 
walk to Sutton town centre. 

“I walk up the High Street, 
and even that makes a differ¬ 
ence,” he said, adding that he 
still needs to pace himself as he 
felt shattered on one 
day and discovered from the pe¬ 
dometer that he had covered 
11,500 steps. 

The next target for Ray is to 
blow the dust off his moth¬ 
balled rowing machine and 
build up to some serious exer¬ 
cise. He is grateful for the 
support he has been given by 
Active Steps, and not just the 
free pedometer and goal-setting 
consultation. 

“Ashley rings me every now 
and again to see how I’m doing. 
It’s not pushy, it’s just very sup¬ 
portive,” he said. “I even get en¬ 
couraging texts on my mobile.” 

For Ray, Active Steps has 
proved a viable, free alternative 
to going to a gym - something 
that simply didn’t appeal. 

He has personal goals, and is 
really enjoying his measurably 
healthier lifestyle. So how 
could Active Steps help you?

The initiative, launched in 
partnership with the Sutton 
and Merton PCT, Sutton Coun¬ 
cil and Transport for London, 
aims to inspire residents to 
leave cars at home more often 
in favour of cycling or walking. 

The 12-week support pro¬ 
gramme is free of charge, and 
begins with residents meeting 
a specially trained NHS Active 
Steps adviser to help overcome 
obstacles to walking and cy¬ 
cling, create personal goals 
and provide the free step-coun¬ 
ters. 

Cycle and walking routes are 
available (including short 
walks for lunch hours), and 
access to free cycle training is 
provided. Recruits receive 12 
weeks of motivational support 
via text messages or postcards 
to keep them focused. 

At the end of the pro¬ 
gramme, there is another 
meeting with the adviser to 
discuss how it has gone so far, 
overcome any new barriers 
and set new goals. 

Patients who can benefit will 
be steered towards the scheme 
by health practitioners such as 
GPs, pharmacists or dieticians.

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Firms urged to 
claim rate relief 


Companies are being urged to beat the 
credit crunch by claiming rate relief from 
Sutton Council. 

So far, firms across the borough have 
claimed almost £120,000 in small business 
rate relief in only three weeks. 

Promoting take-up of the cash injection 
is part of the council’s 10-point economic 
recovery plan launched in November to 
support residents and business during the 
economic downturn. 

At the start of November it was estimat¬ 
ed that 1,000 small businesses across the 
borough were failing to claim rate relief

that they were entitled to. A total of 112 
companies have been told they are to re¬ 
ceive backdated payments of between £55 
and £2,270. 

Husband and wife Nicola and Assunta 
Colucci own North Cheam’s Traditional 
Fish & Chips. They will be receiving a 
backdated claim of £2,277. 

Mrs Colucci said: “I had no idea we quali¬ 
fied for rate relief until we received a letter 
from the council. 

“Business has been difficult recently so 
the money will be a big help with the rent. 

“And I’d recommend other businesses 
call the council and see if they qualify too.” 

Councillor Lyn Gleeson, executive mem¬ 
ber for economic development on Sutton 
Council, said: “I am delighted that firms 
are already feeling the financial benefit of 
the take-up campaign, but we believe many 
more may be missing out. In these difficult 
economic times claiming small business 
rate relief could be one small way for com¬ 
panies to boost their cash flow. I’d urge the 
hundreds of small businesses across the 
borough to contact us and find out more.” 

Businesses that have only one property 
with a rateable value less than £21,500 or 
one main property and other additional 
properties that collectively do not have a 
rateable value of more than £21,500 could 
be entitled to a saving of up to 50 per cent.

New year 999 calls rise 


Ambulance crews in Sutton 
responded to 151 emergency 
calls as the New Year began 
with drunken disorder. 

The London Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice (LAS) was stretched to 
the limit in town centres last 
Wednesday. 

Plummeting temperatures 
were blamed for a rise in call¬ 
outs as revellers were less 
able to feel the cold after 
binge drinking. 

Operators at St Helier ambu¬ 
lance station diverted medical 
teams to 57 serious or life-

threatening incidents on De¬ 
cember 31. 

Across the capital, ambu¬ 
lance crews fielded 1,761 calls 
between midnight and 4am, 
the second highest volume 
since the Millennium. 

At peak periods, when pubs 
and bars had closed, there 
was more than one call re¬ 
ported each six seconds. 

Jason Killens, assistant di¬ 
rector of operations at LAS, 


said: “The majority of calls 
we responded to were alcohol- 
related, which we always an¬ 
ticipate to be the case on what 
is our busiest night of the 
year. 

“We used extra resources, 
such as an alternative re¬ 
sponse vehicle and staff on 
foot with medical equipment, 
and worked with St John Am¬ 
bulance to provide 13 tempo¬ 
rary treatment centres. 

“At the busiest point in the 
evening, our staff were taking 
more than 500 emergency 


calls an hour. 

“That is more than four 
times what they would expect 
to deal with on a normal 
night.” 

St John Ambulance staff 
confirmed that they treated 
243 revellers around London 
and LAS said the number of 
emergency control room staff 
had been doubled to deal with 
the surge in 999 calls.

‘TIGHTEN RULES ON 
SELL-TO-LET FIRMS’ 


A charity has warned cash- 
strapped Epsom homeowners 
who may be having difficulty 
with mortgage payments to be¬ 
ware of attractive-sounding 
schemes which allow them to 
sell up, then rent their own 
home back. 

Faced with difficulties in 
meeting mortgage payments, 
some people have been tempt¬ 
ed by sale-and-rent-back of¬ 
fers... then have lived to regret 
it when rents have soared to 
unmanageable levels. 

Despite the lure of easy 
money, and the prospect of es¬ 
caping pressing financial prob¬ 
lems, it has left many worse off 
than they were before - losing 
the roof over their head and 
getting deeper into debt. 

The charity Shelter told the 
Epsom Guardian that house¬ 
holders should take advice be¬ 
fore dealing with firms which 
offer to buy homes quickly at a 
discount, then rent them 
straight back to the occupants. 

The Office of Fair Trading

says some companies are mis¬ 
leading homeowners about 
property values or the length 
of leases, or are raising rents 
substantially, then evicting 
those who can’t pay. 

It has joined Shelter in de¬ 
manding that the Financial 
Services Authority regulates 
the fast-growing practice, 
claiming that unscrupulous 


firms can effectively 
hold people to ransom. 

Adverts for sale-and- 
rent-back deals often tar¬ 
get those facing 
repossession. The Coun¬ 
cil of Mortgage Lenders 
calculates that there 
were 45,000 reposses¬ 
sions in the UK in 2008, 
up from 27,100 in 2007. 

The National Land¬ 
lords’ Association believes 
there is a place for ethical use 
of sale-and-rent-back schemes, 



Charity urges

but wants to see a code of prac¬ 
tice. 

Quick Property Sale Ltd, a 
sale-and-rent-back company 
which advertises in 
these pages, said it 
backed tighter con¬ 
trols. 

Company spokes¬ 
person Jennifer 
Davis said: “Unfor¬ 
tunately, there are 
rogue traders who 
have brought the in¬ 
dustry under close 
scrutiny, and it is 
from these people 
that consumers 
need protection.” 


She said that her compa¬ 
ny offered, on average, 85 
per cent of market value, 
and stressed all tenan¬ 
cies had guaranteed 
rents for a minimum of 
three years. 

Less trustworthy firms 
may mislead customers 
about their security as 
tenants, including telling 
people they will be able 
to stay in their home for years 
when in reality the tenancy 
might just guarantee six 
months. 

The OFT believes controls 
should more transparent. John 
Fingleton, chief executive, 
said: “Our research shows that 
sale-and-rent-back deals have 
the potential to cause serious 
harm to often vulnerable 
homeowners. The unfamiliar, 
highly pressurised situations 
these people find themselves in 
may leave them vulnerable to 
misleading statements or valu¬ 
ations from sale-and-rent-back 
firms looking to make a deal.” 


Although there is little reli¬ 
able data, it is believed there 
are 1,000 sale-and-rent-back 
firms in the UK, with around 
50,000 transactions already 
carried out. 

A Shelter spokeswoman 
told the Epsom Guardian: “It’s 
aimed at people at their wits’ 
end. A lot of assurances are 
verbal, and people then don’t 
read all the small print. We 
know of cases where, after a 
few months, rent has been 
bumped up massively. Some 
packages are quite mislead¬ 
ing.” 

While some sale-and-rent- 
back companies portray them¬ 
selves as white knights, 
helping the desperate to pay off 
credit card and other debts, the 
advice from professionals is to 
focus on dealing with your 
own lender if you find yourself 
in tricky circumstances. 

Citizens’ Advice Bureaux or 
the charity Shelter (0808 800 
4444) can also help with free 
advice and support. 


2009 is the make or break year 


The coming year will either 
make or break the UK housing 
market, says the National As¬ 
sociation of Estate Agents. 

Chief executive Peter Bolton 
King says three things must 
happen to start the recovery. 

• Lenders must make money 
available to potential buyers; 

• Cuts in interest rates must 
be passed on to the market; 

• Buyers must recover confi¬ 
dence in the housing market. 

After a gloomy 2008, Mr 
Bolton King says that 2009 is 


likely to be the year the recov¬ 
ery begins and the house price 
fall starts to bottom out. 

“Officially house prices have 
come down since their peak by 
around 13 per cent,” he said. 
“However, it seems clear that 
in some areas prices have come 
down by more than 20 per cent. 

“We haven’t seen that kind of 
fall in such a short period of 
time ever before. However it is 
also clear that parts of the 
market are perhaps beginning 
to bottom out. 


“Some people are beginning 
to cotton on to this, which is 
why we are starting to see in¬ 
quiries increase as people 
begin to believe they can find a 
bargain.” 

Mr Bolton King stressed that 
the key was an increase in 
mortgage availability. 

“For many agents, 2009 will 
be make or break. If things do 
not improve, then the market 
could stagnate, and that will 
have dire implications for the 
economy as a whole.”

NAMED AS REYNOLDS GATE IN HOMAGE 
TO WIMBLEDON FC 



The Worshipful the Mayor of the London Borough

Local rockers Trail are the 
latest hopefuls to make use of 
the web as they attempt to 
fulfil their rock-star dreams. 

The band raised £30,000 on 
the website slicethepie.com to 
fund their as yet untitled 
debut album slated for release 
later in the year. The band 
roped in Maroon 5 producer 
Matt Wallace and flew out to 
LA for the recording sessions. 

Now back in Blighty, Trail 
are hoping to make 2009 their 
year. Guitarist Alex Mattey 
spoke to Will Gore. 

How did the album sessions 
with Matt go? 

He is a musical ball of ener¬ 
gy who gets really involved in 
the creative process. For the 
first five days we sat around 
with an acoustic guitar and 
stripped the songs right back 
- that helped us take them in 
different directions. 

For the first few days we 
wandered around and did the 
sightseeing thing but, when 


you spend 12 to 13 days in a 
darkened room, you could be 
anywhere really 

How did the link-up with 
Matt come about? 

We looked at the artists a 
number of producers had 
worked with and narrowed it 
down to a shortlist of three. 
We got in touch with Matt off 
our own back. Matt had a 
sense of humour, a good vibe 
and great ideas. 

Matt has worked with 
bands as diverse as Faith 
No More and Maroon 5 - 
how does Trail compare? 

We fit in somewhere in the 
middle. We have radio-friend¬ 
ly songs and also some darker 
stuff. 

Our sound is modern rock 
with a bit of early U2 and a bit 
of Coldplay. Before Charlie, 
our singer wrote all the songs 
but we have started writing 
more as a band. 

It is a different approach - 
some songs are progressive, 
although we are not turning 
into Pink Floyd. 

The album is an honest 
representation of where we 
are musically at the moment. 


How did you get involved 
with slicethepie.com? 

We orginally signed up to a 
Dutch website called Sell A 
Band and raised $30,000 but 
didn’t like their terms and 
conditions so we found 
slicethepie.com, a site based 
over here, instead. 

We lost the $30,000 but 
managed to raise £30,000 for 
the album instead. 

We had one major invest¬ 
ment from someone who saw 
us play at the German market 
in Sutton. 

The rest of the investments 
have come from people who 
have heard us on the web or 
have seen us at our gigs. 

How has an independent 
web-based approach 
benefited Trail? 

We were able to make the 
album on our own terms and, 
as soon as it is finished, we 
can launch it on iTunes, but 
the financial power of a major 
record label would make an 
offer hard to turn down.

FORD MONDEO 2.2 TDCI TITANIUM X 5-DOOR 


Upgrade to 
business class 


Cars really don’t come more 
everyman than the Ford Mondeo, 
but if you were to pile the 
equipment from the Titanium 
X into its Sierra or Cortina 
predecessors, they would probably 
struggle to move under their own 
steam. 


Of course, all the toys in the 
world won’t win drivers over if not 
presented in an attractive and 
orderly fashion. 

The Mondeo, with its upscale 
interior finished in leather and 
Alcantara, stylish arrangement and 
aluminium trim finish does exactly 


that. First impressions are excellent 
- the first time you slip into the 
model you're struck by the quality. 
Taking a few minutes to acclimatise 
to the surroundings and adjust the 
seat and mirrors reinforces that 
view. To use a cliche, it's a nice place 
to be. 

That’s good, because a lot of 
people are likely to spend a lot of 
time in one. They certainly won’t 
feel cramped. 

A large car in terms of exterior 
dimensions and internal volume the 
Mondeo feels rather palatial. The 
five-door model benefits from the 
increased practicality of a large boot 
door, without the increased weight 
of an estate body, too. 

Although the wheel arches and, in 
the Titanium X model, the CD 
changer impinge a little, the boot 
is more than adequate for a car in 
this sector and practicality can be 
increased by dropping the rear seats. 

An excellent family vehicle, the 
Mondeo has consistently proven to 
be, but in Titanium X specification 
it’s clear that the model is built 
around the business driver. 

Key to securing interest from 
high-mileage drivers are the 
impressive levels of comfort and 
equipment. 

Heated seats, auto wipers and 
headlights, keyless entry and a 
starter button, front and rear 
parking sensors... the list goes on, 


and all are intended to make life on 
the road as comfy as possible. 

It works, and Ford’s clever 
refuelling system that prevents 
mistakes at the pumps will be a load 
off drivers’ and fleet operators’ 
minds, too. 

Most impressive is the Convers+ 
system that combines with Blue¬ 
tooth phone integration to allow 
the sat-nav, ventilation and phone 
systems to be operated by voice 
commands. It seems gimmicky at 
first, but becomes second-nature and 
a useful tool quickly. 

Equally important for the 
business driver is choice of engine. 
The 2.2-litre Duratorq unit is a 
latecomer to the Mondeo line-up but 
is a worthy addition. 

Both power and torque figures are 
high and combined with the 
sensible gearing of the six-speed 
manual transmission, makes for 
refined progress. 

With respectable fuel consumption 
and emissions, the unit adds to the 
motorway cruising appeal. 

Although it can be a little clattery 
from cold and at higher revs, its low 
down power and brisk acceleration 
mean it won’t be heard very often. 

There’s no escaping the extra 
weight at the front though. 

Large 18-inch wheels help to firm 
up the ride so that the nose-heavy 
handling is a little less noticeable 
than it otherwise might be, but the

way than its smaller wheeled stable- 
mates. 

Regardless, the ride is good, 
handling secure, steering light and 
gear change short and slick.

“Of my three wins, that was 
the most satisfying,” said 
Wicks, whose run confirmed 
his return to full fitness after 
sustaining an injury in last 
year’s World Cross Country 
Championships. 

Retaining the title also gave 
him a boost after a disappoint¬ 
ing run in last month’s Euro¬ 
pean Championships in 
Brussels. 

“I deliberately went out hard 
as I was treating it as a train¬ 
ing run,” added Wicks. 

“My training is going really 
well and I felt really comfort¬ 
able all the way.”
